The engineer and fireman, jumping on the wrong side, were 


crushed to death by the engine, which turned over twice in its 


descent of the sharp slope. 


The fifty or more passengers in the

GOMPERS SWEARS 


VAN CLEAVE'S MAN 
UFFERED BRIBE

Labor Leader Tells of Alleged 
Effort to Win Him From 
Union Cause. 


$60,000 YEARLY NAMED 


Gompers ‘Testifies Detective 
Followed Him Seeking Evi- 
dence Against Him.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 24.—That he had 
not only been followed by detectives but 
had been offered a larie bribe to desert 
the cause of labor, connecting with that 
charge the name of James WV. 
Cleave of St. 


Van 
Louis, president of the 
National Association of Manufacturers, 
was the charge made by President Sam- 
uel Gompers of the Anterjcan Federation 
of Labor today in the contempt proceed- 


ings against him and other officials of 
the Federation. 

Mr. Gompers swore-that a man, wh? 
said he spoke for Mr. Van Cleave, as- 
sured him a yearly inceme of $55,000 or 
$60,000 to desert union labor and betray 
its secrets. 

The revelation was made during the 
cross-examination of Mr. Gompers bv 
Attorney Raiston. ; 

“Have you ever been followed by de- 
tectiveg?’’ Mr. Ralston asked. 

“I have been,” he said, “and so have 
my colleagues of the Executive Council 
of the Federation on many occasions.’’ 

“At whose instance?” 

“At the instance of Mr. Van Cleave.’ 

Detectives Secking Information, 

“For what purpose?’ 

“For the purpose of bi inging to him 
such information as might reflect on 
my course in the cause of labor.’’ 

Mr. Gompers then related the particu- 
lars of an effort to follow him which he 
said had occurred in Washington the 
latter part.of the summer of 1907. 

He sa... that he had first Be is

his office, and he said that this was kept 
up day and night .or some time, the 
man accompanying him on the street 
cars and standing outside his office until 
he was ready to return to his home. 

“On one occasion,” said he, “he kept 
closep to me than ordinarily. That was 
one evening when I attended a meeting 
of a lodge of Elks of which I am a 
member. He followed me to the lodge. 
room, and when I came | observed 
him standing opposite tk ilding, and 
again he took the san ar which I 
boarded to reach my home. 

“It is a particularly lonesome road 
from the car line to my house, and 
when the man followed me I turned 
upon him and demanded to know why 
he was following me and directed him 
to desist from doing so. 

“He declared that H® was not dogging 
me, but afterwards admitted that he 
was doing so. I recognized him and he 
recognized me as a rember of the Ma- 
sonic fraternity. 

“He then told me that he would de- 
sist from pursuing me and admitted 
that he was a detective, saying that Mr. 
Van Cleave had employed him to dog 
me,”” 


Alleged Brihe Attempt in New York. 
The cross-examination then bore up- 
on the question of bribery. Mr. Gom- 
pers entered upon a long narrative, the 
purport of which was that in the latter 
part of the summer of 1907, while in 
New York, he had bgen visited by a 
man who gave the name of Brandcn- 
burg and claimed acquaintance with 
him, who told him after they had sev- 
eral meetings that he ha’ been sent by 
Mr. Van Cleave. 


Yearly Income Promised. 

Brandenburg said he had come to of- 
fer Gompers money to desert the cause 
of labor and betray its secrets, Gom- 
pers said. 

Mr. Gompers said that Brandenburg 
told him that it was Mr. Van Cleave’s 
Purpose to destroy his (Gomper’s) char- 
acter but that he, Brandenburg, had 
pursuaded Mr. Van Cleave that it wou'd 
be better to make an ally of Mr. Gom- 
pers, 

Brandenburg purposed, Mr. Gompers 
said, in behalf of Mr. Van Cleave thet 
he desert the cause of labor and accept 
from Brandenburg a guarantee of an 
income of $55,000 or $60,000 a year for 
the remainder of his life.

She de¢lared that 
she could not have seen a rson en- 
deavoring to get out of sight around 
the side of the residence. 

Counsel for the defense. took her 
through a long line of cross-examina- 
ing, but in no instance was her testi- 
mony changed. 

Paies at Rival’s Name. 

Mrs. Rustin was pale and nervous, but 
retained complete control of herself ex- 
cept when speaking about her husband's ' 
relations with Mrs. Abbie Rice.

The Rev. L. D. Bass of East 
St. Louis Criticised Girls 
for Kissing. 








Although the resignation of Rev, L. D. 
Bass, pastor of the First Baptist Church 
of East St. Louis, will not take effect 
until Nov. 1, the doors of the church are 
locked against him and he will not be 


permitted to preach ‘another sermon 


there. 

The directors of the church have an- 
nounced that the church has been 
“closed for repairs,’”’ which they say 
will be started within the next few 
weeks. Although this is the official 
reason assigned for keeping the church 
several. members of the con. 
gregation are free in expressing their 
opinion that the Rev. Mr. Bass should 
not be permitted to enter the edifice 
again. They are willing to pay his sal- 
ary until Nov. 1 

Two sermons made the minister un- 
popular. In one he said that a girl 
who permitted herself to be kissed 
should be expelled from the church and 
in the other he said: that no respectable 
young woman would work in an Office 
or a public place. 


Resignation Asked in a Month, 
His resignation was asked for a month 


after he took charge last April. At that 
time he said he would hold the church 
to its contract to employ him for a year. 

“I am leaving,’’ said he Thursday, 
“because the work here is not con- 
genial. I can make more money than 
my salary here by writing for maga- 
zines. I will go through the South to 
prepare a series of articles on the negro 
question, 

“When I came here I found the 
church walls black and dirty. There 
were only two or three in the Ladies’ 
Aid Society. There Was no young peo- 
ple’s society and no choir. In July I 
contracted malaria and have been ill 
ever since. 


Members Disliked Sermona, 
“Every effort hax been made to force 


me to resign. They objected because I 
wrote for publications and I told them 
it was none of their business. They 
found fault with my sermons and tried 
in every way to embarrass me. I have 
a call to a church in Virginia, but I 
will not re-enter the pastorate unti) I 
have finished my literary work.’’ 

The Rev. Mr. Bass is 530 years .old. 
He was never popular with the younger 
members of the church,

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SOLDIER DYING OF BURNS AS 
RESULT OF COMRADES’ PRANK 


He Was Washing Paint From Body 
With Gasoline When Liquid 
Caught Fire. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Sept. 24.—Fred 
Bartell of Owosso, Mich., a member of 
the Third Regiment, Michigan National 
Guard, now at the maneuver camp, Fort 
Benjamin Harrison, is dying today at 
the hospital, after his body and cloth- 
ing, saturated in gasoline, had been ac- 
cidently ignited by the flame from 
torches carried by several of his fel- 
low guardsmen, 

Bertell was the victim of a soldier’s 
‘initiation’ during which his body had 
been painted. He was in his tent wash- 
ing the paint from his chest when his 
tormentors came back to complete the 
work of ‘initiation.” They carried their 
flaming torches under the canvas and 
the fire communicated to Bartell’s 
clothes. He ran, screaming, a mass of 
flames, from the tent.

Orthodox Hebrews Will Begin 
Celebration of New 
Year’s Friday. 





ENDS WITH YOM KIPPUR 





Days Intervening Until Oct. 
5 Marked With Religious 
Exercises. 





The Jewish year will come to an end 
at sunset Friday, and the holiday sea- 
son, corresponding to the Christian 
Yuletide, will begin, to endure until 
the evening of Oct. 5, when Yom Kip- 
pur, or the Day of Atonement, draws 
to a close. 

Yom Kippur is the most solemn feast 
day on the Jewish calendar. It ap- 
proaches, in its spirit and purpose, 
more nearly to the Christian Christmas 
than any other Jewish holiday. As its 
name, the Day of Atonement, indi- 
cates, it is the occasion when the faith- 
ful Israelite! seeks to cultivate peace 
in his own heart and in his relations 
with his fellows. 

' Old grievances, according to ancient 
customs, must be wiped away before 
the Day of Atonement begins. Wrongs 
done to another Israelite must be right- 
ed. Injuries done must be repaired. 


Must Forgive All Wrongs. 

And the reverse is true also. The 
faithful Israelite must forgive ‘all those 
who have done him wrong and who seek 
to make atonement in accordance with 
the dictates of their faith and the 
ancient spirit of the season. 

New Year’s day in the Jewish calen- 
dar this year will last from sunset 
Friday until sunset Saturday, and the, 
days intervening between it and Yom 
Kippur, which falls on Oct. 4 and 5, will 
be devoted to the reparation and atone- 
ment which precedes Yom Kippur. 

New Year’s day itself is celebrated 
with elaborate and solemn services in 
-all the synagogues, reformed as well as 
orthodox,. although in the latter. the 
ceremonies are more elaborate and sol- 
emn. 


Devotes Time to Religion, 


In the orthodox synagogues services 
are held regularly every day in the year, 
but in the days between New Year’s 
and Yom Yippur special rites, prayers 
and fasts mark the worship. 

On both New Year’s day and the Day 
of Atonement, if possible, every Jew 
lays aside temporal business and gives 
his time and his thoughts entirely to re- 
ligion. In the orthodox congregations a 
great deal of time is devoted to this in 
the intervening days as well. 

From Saturday. morning of this week 
until the early mornng of the Day of 
Atonement the faithful in the orthodox 
congregations will gather in their syna- 
gogues with the rising of the sun and 
take part in the ceremonials prescribed 
for the period. The Day of Atonement 
will begin at sunset Oct. 4 and continue 
until sunset of the day following. Its 
conclusion will mark the termination of 
the holidays.

T has. been suggested on his be- 
half that, after all, he did not 
favor the Standard Oil Co., but 
mrerely the Prairie Of! and Gas Co. 
This claim is disposed of by the tes- 
timony of the Standard Oil Co. it- 
self, taken in the latter part of 
1907 in the suit now pending ‘before 
the United States Court at St. Louis, 
against the Standard Oil Co. In this 
testimony, the Standard Oi] Co., 
upon being required by the Govern- 
ment to put in a list of all com- 
panies in which it held stock, or in 
which its subsidiary companies held 
stock, reported among the others the 
Prairie Oil and Gas Co., total capl- 
tal $10,000,000, of which the National 


Transit Co.’s proportion was $9,999,- 


500; and, furthermore, it appears that 
the National Transit Co. had a capi- 
tal stock of $25,455,200, of which the 
Standard Oil Co. owned $25,451,650. 

In other words, this Prairie Ofl and 
Gas Co. was owned, all except $500, 
by the National Transit Cc., and this 
National Transit Co. was owned, all 
except about $3550, by the Standard 
Oil Co. 

“Now contrast your action in this 
case of Gov. Haskell with Mr. Taft's 
action as regards Senator Foraker, 
as set forth in his letter of July 20, 
1907, which I quoted in my state- 
ment.

Does it refer to a class gf commod- 
ities? And if so, how shall the 
classes be defined? Or does it refer 
to each separate article of com- 
merce? And if so, what account 
does this proposal take of the skill 
and initiative of manufacturers who 
have built up a more or less ex- 
clusive trade in particular articles 
often protected by trademarks, al- 
though in most active competition 
with other articles designed for the 
same general purpose and seeking 
the same market? 

‘In a desire to correct the evils 
of business are we to place an em- 
bargo upon honest endeavor whose 
activities present none of the abuses 
requiring remedies? And if not, 
what statutory definitions shalk be 
found to be adequate and just if we 
lay down our prohibition in terms 
of volume or ratio of business and 
not in terms of right and wrong? 

“If we adopt Mr. Bryan’s proposal 
to what period of production is the 
prohibition to apply? Is the excess 
for a day or for a month to be con- 
sidered; or is the average production 
for a year to be taken? And what sys- 
tem shall be devised by which suitable 
information may be furnished in the 





nature of danger signals, along the 
routes of trade, so that the manu- 
facturer may know when he is about 
to exceed the prescribed ratio? He 
may justly be required to govern 
his own conduct, but how shall he 
be apprised of the conduct of others 
upon which is to depend his guilt or 
innocence?”

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PASTEURIZATION OF MILK.

‘teurization in Frankfort, Berlin and Vienna. 

The Pure Milk Commission of St. Louis is. 
working with a plant furnished by Mr. Strauss, 
and results have been gratifying. The Post- 
Dispatch has worked with this commission since 
it was organized receiving and transmitting 
funds to support the labor of love.

ONE OF SENATOR STONE’S SERVICES. 

One of the claims made for Senator Stone as 
a man who has rendered good service to the 
State is that he is the father of the law creating 
the office of Excise Commissioner for this city. 
The law was enacted during Senator Stone’s term. 
as Governor. 

Light was thrown on the object for which the 
office was created, and subsequently against popu- 
lar protest maintained as a fee office, by a state- 
ment of Ex-Senator Peers when he was a candi- 
date for the Court of Appeals for the Hastern 
District. f 

Ex-Senator Peers was charged, among other 
legislative misdeeds, with having suppressed a bill 
in the State Senate providing for a reduction of 
the enormous compensation of the Excise Com- 
missioner under the fee system. The office paid 
from $25,000 to $30,000 a year, and an effort was 
made at several sessions of the Legislature to 
have the compensation changed from the fee to 
the salary basis without success until Gov. Folk’s 
term. 

Ex-Senator Peers explained that he dropped'| 
the bill reducing the compensation ‘of the Excise 
Commissioner at the request of Stone. He said 
that Stone called him to St. Louis and induced 
him to suppress the bill on the ground that the 
large compensation of the office was a con- 
venient source from which to draw campaign 
funds for the Democratic party. 

Subsequently it was discovered that Excise Com- 
missioner Higgins, whose fees the bill was in- 
tended to reduce, paid Stone $500 a month as 
attorney for the office. 

The less said about Senator Stone’s connection 
with the office of Excise Commissioner the better. 
The office was created during the Senator’s term 
as Governor for the purpose of providing a party 
spoils and slush fund. When an effort was made 
to turn the fees into the State Treasury we find 
Stone, as ex-Governor, receiving a salary of $500 
a month from the Excise Commissioner, and urg- 
ing a State Senator to suppress the pay reduc- 
tion bill on the plea that the enormous fee com- 
pensation should be entained as a dough-bag for 
the party.
